TROOPS SHOOT 


And Bayonet Many Peasants—Charge on Mob that 


Attempts to Destroy Railway in Croatia-- 


Famine and Race Hatred. 


Vienna, May 22—The revolt in Croa- 


tia is spreading to every part -of the 
titular kingdom and threatens to ex- 
tend to Dalmatia. 


The celebrations at Aga Agram on 


Wednesday of the anniversary o£ the 
death of Jellacihich von Buzim, the for- 
mer ban of Croatia, culminated in a 
fierce conflict with-the police, who at- 
tacked the crowds with sabers, wound- 
ing many persons and making 350 ar- 
rests, including several students and 
women. 


The city of Agram is now complete- 


ly under military rule. The principal 
streets are 
closed 
by cordons of 


troops. Four regiments fully equipped 
for war have been ordered to proceed 
from Oedenbnrg to the Agram district. 


At Buccari and Meja thousands of 


peasants attempted to destroy the rail- 
road in order to prevent the arrival of 
troops. They took up the rails at five 
different points, and when the military 
arrived the peasants pelted them with 


stones, injuring several soldiers. The 
troops then retaliated by shooting and 
bayonetting many of the peasants. 


The Slavs resident in various parts 


of Austria and Bohemia are holding in- 
dignation meetings to protest against 
the proceedings .in* Croatia, where, as 
already cabled over 2000 persons have 
already been'imprisoned. At Dalma- 
tia important 
demonstrations have 


been planned for May 20, when protest 
meetigs will be held in 20 places. 


The. disturbances in Croatia are pri- 


marily due to the long-standing race 
hatred between the Slavs and' the Mag- 
yars. The present outbreak has two 
main features. 


First, the general discontent of the 


peasantry prevailing everywhere, and 
from the fact that in some parts of the 
country the peasants are on the verge 
of famine. 
Second, the 
indignation 


aroused by the alleged tyrannical rule 
of Count Kuhn Hedervary, the present 
ban of Croatia.

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A CAMPAIGN FOR REFORM. 


One effect that the rottenness in 


public office under Republican admin- 
istration is going to have, is that it 
will revive the necessity for a Demo- 
cratic platform next year modeled af- 
ter .that of 1876, on wiich Samuel J. 
Tilden 'was nominated 
and elected. 


That platform called for reform in al- 
most every paragraph. 
There is as 


much, necessity for reform 
now as 


there was then, and it seems to be the 
concensus of Democratic opinion at 
tie national convention that the cry 
of reform will be one of the issues in 
the next 
campaign. 
If the honest

watches his professor show how he 
used to do it, and then gets down again 
to rave and entreat the subject to be 
his alone. Each budding orator takes 
his place before a blushing maid, and 
no matter how smoothly the pair may 
have progressed in private the profess- 
or finds some fault with the public 
demonstration.

and the old professor again kneels and 
goes through it all ove* again. 


First steps up the bashful student 


who simpers, blushes and stammers 
while he talks.

HINDOOS FOR SERVANTS. 


Domestic* Fran* India Mar Solve 


Problem Por Londoners. 


The domestic servant problem in 


London grows worse and worse, says 
the New York Herald. It looks as if 
In the near future suburbia would be 
without what is called general serv- 
ants. The rapid increase of tea rooms 
and light refreshment rooms in Lon- 
don, 
with good wages, comparatively 


short hours and nights off, is attract- 
ing girls who on leaving school hither- 
to turned to domestic service. 


The trouble Is getting so serious that 


an aged old Anglo-Indian living in 
Clapham called a private meeting re- 
cently to discuss the trouble. India, he 
pointed out, bad more servants of the 
class in England called domestic than 
a European community coum give em- 
ployment to. They were working for 
much smaller wages than that given in 
England. Why not offer inducements 
to Indian servants to come to London ? 


The suggestion was taken up hearti- 


ly, and a committee was formed to go 
Into the matter, so that the near fu- 
ture may see red puggreed surtees and 
mahrattas and white turbaned decean- 
wallas taking the places of the fast 
disappearing, smart looking, 
white 


capped and aproned female domestics. 
Even clever Goanese cooks of Portu- 
guese India may be brought to Lon- 
don, because cooks, for the same rea- 
son as ordinary domestics, are growing 
scarce.

(Scripps-McRae Cablegram) 


Berlin, May 22—The 
Frankfurter 


Zeitung today announces that Japan 
ha,3 responded 
to Russia's move 


against her in. Korea by announcing 
h«r intention oL sending 150 male and 
75 female Japanese colonists to Korea 
by every mail steamer. Forty steamers 
a month ply between Japan and Ko- 
rea. 
• Such action T>y the Mikado's 


government would: accordingly mean 
the sending of 10,000 subjects to Korea 
every month. 


Washington, May 22—Congress will 


be asked at the opening of its next ses- 
sion to make an appropriation to cov- 
er deficiencies in both the regular free 
delivery service and the rural free de- 
livery service of the postoffice depart- 
ment. Postmaster General Payne has 
announced that this deficiency now ag- 
gregates exactly 
$227,467, of which 


5105,000 id in the free delivery branch 
and $121,600 in the rural free delivery 
service. 


'•This is not the first time that a defi- 
iency has occurred in the free deliv- 
ery service,"' said Mr. Payne, "but I re- 
ret its existence . At the opening of 


the last Congress, Mr. Machen pointed 
out that without additional appropria- 
tions no more routes could be estab- 
ished beyond those ready to be in- 
stalled January 1. He said, however, 
f Congress appropriated $500,000 for 
the purpose the work could be con- 
tinued during the rest of the fiscal 
year. This appropration was prompt- 
ly made, but it is exhausted. 
Despite 


this fact, the free delivery office was 
going on increasing the deficiency, and 
if we had not taken steps to curtail the 
expenditures and suspend the estab- 
lishment of routes until the beginning 
of the next fiscal year, the 
deficit 


would have been much larger." 


When Superintendent Machen was 


asked about the deficiency in the Free 
Delivery Division, he said: 


"The statement that a deficit of $20,- 


000 was reported is correct, but there 
was no misrepresentation in the sub- 
mission of that report. 
That deficit 


appeared in the regular monthly state- 
ment made upon May 1, and was ab- 
solutely correct at that time. But the 
additional deficit can be accounted for 
by the charging up on the books of 
the salaries of rural letter carriers ap- 
pointed lor May and June. 
There 


were quite a number of them, and their 
aggregate compensation figures up to 
a considerable sum. It was our inten- 
tion as heretofore, to ask Congress to 
provide for the deficit in the regular 
deficiency bill." 


Russia's move, mentioned in 
the 


above dispatch 'was announced in a 
dispatch •'-o Berlin on Wednesday last. 
According to this distpatch the Russian 
government had forced 
the 
Korean 


officials to command Korean, children 
to attend Russian schools, threatening 
death to all parents who permitted 
their children to attend the Japanese 
institution.

Some Difficult Table*. 


Some of the excavations at Nippur 


show that the Babylonians had multi- 
plication tables five times as long as 
those commonly used in schools. Most 
little men and women, for instance, 
do not have to go further than twelve 
times twelve, but the little Babylonian 
children, says Dr. Herman V. Hil- 
precht. who superintended the late ex- 
cavations, had to go as far as sixty 
times sixty. 


Numbered fragments of tablets bear- 


ing these "multiplication tables" have 
been found, some few of which go as 
far as 1,300 times 1,300. But these 
were evidently only for astronomical 
purposes. Those old astronomers seem 
to have felt hard pressed for time, 
and when they were calculating the 
distances of the now stars they found, 
and their size, they did not want to 
take the time to multiply, and so just 
referred to these tables in stone.
